FATAL USE -OF iF CHLOROFORM.

‘the patient Came very near dying, but vas 


saved. ‘The third case, which proved fatal, 
was that of a young man about twenty yeurs 
old, a native of Ireland, who had his arm 


entangled in the machinery of a bark mill 
about five days before. He refused to have 
it amputated antil mortification bad taken 
place. On Saturday the operation was per- 
formed. Etherization was carefully made, 
and the operation was accomplished in about 
two minutes. Justas it was finished, it was 


perceived that his pulse was rapidly failing. 


Dr. Warren continues : 

“ Word. was given to suspend thé dressing, 
and dash.water on his face, which was im- 
mediately done. Notwithstanding this, the 


respiration and pulse went on diminishing, 


and soon ceased. - He was to all appearance 
dead, Artificial respiration was. directly 
produced by moving the ribs; the limbs 
were rubbed, ammonia was momentarily ap- 
piied to the nostrils and mouth, and when 
these things failed, ammonia was intreduced 
into the mouth, as in other cases. Soon af- 
ter this, to our great joy, a slight respiration 
followed, and the efforts being continued, his 
respiration improved, though he breathed 
with difficulty, owing to the quautity of mu- 
cus in the lungs. By great efforts on the 
part of the gentlemen standing around, in 
lifting and turning him on his side, so as to 


‘drain out the mucus from his lungs, and by 


frequently sponging the back part of his 
mouth, he was from ‘time to time relieved. 
—“ Atilast, passing an empty spoon into his 
mouth, and pouring some brandy and water 
from. another into it, he was made to swallow 
fully. A stimulating injection into the bow- 
els was also administered. Aftér-aiding in 
clearing bis lungs.for some length of time, 
it was thought he might be remoyed to his 
bed; there a little braudy. and water was 


‘given occasionally, which he swallowed 


readily. . He also spoke and answered all 
questions proposed to him until the last mo- 
ment,. showing that the organ of vuice was 
not injured. When asked if he suffered, he 
said “yes” and placed his hand on the region 
of the heart. _Mucus continued to fill his 
throat. There was no obstraction in the 
opening of the larynx, -for mnucus issued from 
it in a eopoious stream, showing that his 
whole lungs were affected. 

“Having remained with him until the 
pulse had become pretty good, and the respi- 
ration apparently better, we adjourned, to 
meet again in an heur and a halt. Placing 
at the same time the-lhouse surgeon at his 
side, with instructions to kecp-his throat clear 
of mucus, and support him by stimulants, 
with the strongest injunctions not to leave 
him till our return. 

“Shortly before the time fixed for the re- 
turn of the surgeons, which was half-past 
three o’clock, the house surgeon, perceiving 
his pulse to suddenty fail, and that. his 
breathing was more hurried, uncovered the 
stump to see if it was bleeding, and found 
some effugion of venous blood, probably pro- 
duced by the liquifaction of blood chloform 
poison. He then cleared.the mouth. of mu- 
cus, whichafe had hardly completed when 
the patieut breathed bis last, without any ef- 
fort or convalsion.”

TiI£ FATHER AT HOME. 

In most of the families in this countrr, 
the father is absent the greater part of the 
day, engaged in physical labor. ‘To gather 
his children around him, upon entering his 
home, and converse with them about their 
sports, their occupations, their studies, and 
their daties, inculeating occasionally some 
moral and religious truth in what he says, 
would be by change of occupation, act ial!’ 'y 
a reliefto him anda pleasure tothem. Can- 
not any father see, how by such a course, he 
would blind his children to their home, and 
make it a delightful place to them, the 
sweetest spot on earth? Let him pursue 
this course, and no coercive measures will 
be necessary to keep his children from the 
streets in the evening, the place where al- 
most every boy who is ruined, may date 
the commencement of his downfall. 

Besides all this, let him calealate, if he can, 
the amount: of relief this would afford his 
companion, the mother of his children, whu 
in addition to the ordinary, ever. ‘recurring, 
monotonus duties of the day, has had the 
care and responsibility, not ouly of the per- 
sonal safety of the children, but also of their 
moral health and purity ; duties which, alone 
in their wearing and distractiyg nature, 
would more than balance all his labors. 


How much of heart must that husband 
have, who, upon entering his house, flies im- 
mediately to his newspaper, or to his book, 
entirely forgetful of the claims his wife and 
children have upon his sympathy, his smiles, 
his aid, and his, kind words of encourage- 
ment, If the children approach to greet 
him, or to see if they cannot cateh a smile of 
recognition from him, they are rudely jostled 
aside, and bidden to go to their mother.— 
Nor is the effort of the mother, wiio has, 

full of hope, awaited his coming, any more 
successful. A few abrupt mongsyllables i in 
‘answer to her questions, are sufficient-te af- 
furd her the painful conviction, that he is not 
interested in his family. 


But_even admitting that.a mother does 
‘not need the-aid of.the father as a reliet to. 
her, in the general management and-care of 
the children—-that she has assistance in the 
family, this does not excuse him. ‘The Bi- 
ble imposes responsibilities upon him, whieh 
le cannot delegate to a substitute, however 
wise and good that substitute may be. But 
no father holding the happiness of his chil- 
dren in prope estimation, will wish to be, 
excused from these responsibilities; he would 
consider the deprivation a calamity. _ Such 
a father knows that there are in every ehild, 
inherent and latent powers, which can be, 
as a general thing, properly and fully devel- 
oped, only under a father’s assiduous. cure 
and discipline. [ refer now, particularly, to 
the inculcation of those virtues and duties, 
the performance of which brings into’ action 
the severe and masculine capabilities of the 
mind. | 

It is in a father’s power to inspire his chil- 
dren in early life, especially if he keeps the 
word of God in his hands as he proceeds, 
with a meral heroism, which wiil make 
them proof against all the seductive influ, 
ences of immortality. and vies, by which 
they may be surrounded ; unmoved—under 
the dignifying consciousness of self-recti- 
tude—-

__ Early in September, the Typhoid Fever made 
its appearance in the vicinity of the College, 
but none of the Students were affected with it 
until the 5th of October, First and last, about 
20 were unWell, but only 8 had the fever fWly 
developed ; and of this number two died: ~ 

Several of the S:udents, who left soon after 
the appearance of Fever, and others who had 
retired temporarily, befere we had any affliction, 
were taken sick at home, and of this number 
one died. 

It was reported that 25 or 30 Students had 
the fever at one time, and that none in College 
were well. The truth is, we bad at no time 9x- 
ceeding two cases together of the fever; tho’ 
as many as five or six of the Students may have 
been unwell at the sametime. Numbers left in 
perfect health, and some have stayed, who have 
continued well all the time. 

ga Parents, who came for their daugh- 
ters, alleged that they would have remained at 
home if they had known facts in the case, but 
as they had come, and the girls were anxious to 
‘see home, they would take them. 

- Some disliked the exaction of payment to the 
end of the session, but in the absence of an 
thing alarming, the Trusteés considered this im- 
tant to their own protection ; for all must see 
ow ruinously it would operate against the In- 
stitution, thus uncerimoniously to stop its ex- 
ercises and close its doors. 

The Patrons were officially notified of the true 
state of things, but from various rumors, fabri- 
cated by the vicious and circulated by the cred- 
ulous, they took the alarm. and determined to 
see fur themselves. In view of the foregoing 
facts and statements, the Trustees, at a meeting 
in October last, passed, unanimously, the follow-
